Terror-stricken, the narrators of 
these stories had sat fascinated in the 
of a Chicago, Burlington ana 
Quincy railroad train watching a great 
dark cloud skipping weirdly on its 
work of destruction. In several vil- 
lages they helped pick up the dead 
and dying.

Storm as Seen From Train. 

On the way in, the injured told tales 
of suffering and gave vivid descrip- 
tions of escapes which seemed to them 
miraculous. William Coon, of Lincoln, 
Neb., gave a graphic description as he 
viewed it from the platform of the 
cbservation car. 

“For he “it seemed as 
if the train was being pursued by the 
We were approaching Ralston, 
Neb., first noticed a copper- 
colored cloud mounting toward the 
sky. The cloudy grew rapidly and was 
traveling at tremendous speed. It 
assumed the form of a funnel and the 
air was filled with a curious noise, 
very piercing... The funnel seemed to 
srow black and the smaller end—that 
near the ground—was about a half- 
mile in diameter. It swished across 
the railroad track, then struck the 
tewn. Houses collapsed as _ though 
made of paper.

Groans of Dying Persons. 

“Then the train stopped and _ the 
passengers ran Over to the wreckage 
of the houses. We could hear the 
groans of dying men, injured women 
and children were moaning. We got 
all of the injured out of the ruins and 
brought them to the train. We were 
about to leave when our attention was 
called to a little house distance 
from the others. It had been wrecked 
ahd moved from its foundation, but 
we found a mother and her baby lying 
upon a bed uninjured. Another man 
was in a basement of the house. His 
house was carried away and he was 
left standing with a very surprised 
lcok on his face, uninjured. 

“Houses were rolled and tumbled 
along the ground by the wind.

Another eye-witness 
was a Chicagoan, who told of the 
scenes at Omaha when the train 
stopped there. He said: 

‘lI was just recovering from what 
I had seen on the train when we 
pulled into Omaha with the injured. 
It was night then—-but such a night— 
the sky was lighted with a great red 
glare, and the streets were filled with 
frightened people. it was raining a 
deluge. Frequently the cries of the 
wounded unloaded at the station were 
drowned by terrific peals of thunder.

RAIN IN TORRENTS 
IN WAKE OF TORNADO 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 24.—The 
worst. rainstorm in years last night 
and today followed in the wake of the 
tornado that carried death and de- 
struction into southern Indiana. Four 
persons were drowned today’ in swol- 
len streams, and tonight practically 
every creek and river in Indiana is out 
of its banks. 

Rain in torrents has fallen for 
twelve hours from South Bend, on the 
north. to the Ohio river, and_ the 
Wabash valley is flooded. At Lafay- 
ette the river is rising a foot an hour, 
and the lowlands are inundated. 

At New Castle, John Wagner was 
drowned in Blue river, while at Frank- 
fort, Ray and Roscoe Bothberger and 
Wallace Harrison were drowned in the 
Big Wild Cat creek, which at night- 
fall was a mile wide. Farmers have 
lost thousands of dollars’ worth of live 


stock, 

The town of Saratoga, on the Mis- 
sissinewa river, is under water, and 
those homes not deserted are habitable 
only on the upper floor. 

In several sections of the state in- 
terurban traffic has been suspended 
because of threatened bridges. 

Tonight the downpour in nearly all 
of the state continues unabatéd. The 
White river levee at Sixty-fourth 
street here broke late tonight and it 


is feared all of that part of Indianap- | 
olis will be flooded.

Preston at the time of the accident, and 
barely jumped out of the way in time 
to escape. 


HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE 
REPORTED IN IOWA 


Council Bluffs, Ta.. March 24.—Re- 
ports late today indicate that the life 
and property loss in Iowa will be far 
greater than at first indicated. 

Meager reports from Mills~ county 
say deaths are reported from every 
town in the county reached by tele- 
phone. Five deaths occurred at Glen- 
wood and thirteen at Council Bluffs. 

Eastern Council Bluffs suffered 
heavily, the storm breaking in the 
valley just east of the town proper 
and following the lines of the Mil- 
waukee, Rock Island and Great Wes- 
tern railroad for a distance of a mile. 
Fifteen houses were leveled and a 
dozen deaths have been reported to 
date. 

Each succeeding hour tonight tend- 
ed to increase the list of lowa’s dead 
and injured due to the tornado. RKe- 
ports from every town in lowa that 
it was possible to reach by wire 
throughout the day added to _ the 
enormity of the destruction. 

The town of Bartlett added three to 
the death Iist—FEdward Dendean and 
two other members of his family. At 
Beebe, Mrs. Cavanaugh was probably 
fatally injured. She was the mother 
of Mrs. Lee Hopper, whose two daugh- 
ters were Killed at Neoia. A peculiar 
feature of the Hopper family’s expe- 
rience inthe storm was the fact that 
the father was carried for more than 
a quarter of a mile in the tornado and 
was found unconscious with nearly all 
of the clothing torn from his body. 

Heavy property loss was reported 
from the towns of Magnolia, Califor- 
nia Junction, Blackburn, Missouri Val- 
ley and Malvern. No deaths were re- 
ported from any of these places. 
Three iniles east of this place a sec- 
tion of 100 feet of the Chicago and 
Great Western. bridge was blown 
away.

He was defeated, and in 1908 he was 
chosen chief again without opposition, 
holding the post till his election as 
prison commissioner in 1908. He was 
twice married, first to .Miss Mary FE. 
Sewell, of Marion, Ala., and then to 
Miss Victoria Clayton, daughter of the 
late General Henry D. Clayton, of 
Barbour county, Ala. His wife and 
seven children survive, also four sis- 
ters, Mrs. Dave Johnson and Mrs. 
Robert Shelton, of Atlanta: Mrs. S. B. 
Meade, of Bessemer, Ala.; and Mrs. 
J. A. G(layton, of Birmingham. He was 
a member of the Episcopal church. 
Knights of Pvthias and Odd Fellows.

At pres- 
ent he has nothing to say about who 
will get particular lucrative posi- 
tions.

tor of internal revenue. 

“Of course these appointments are

It 
eliminates the original charter, and 
passes council’s rehashed document up 
to the legislature to be ratified at an 
election to be designated by that 
body. 

MAYOR’S CHARTER ELIMINATED 
BY THIS ACTION OF COUNCIL 

The Smith resolution aims only to 

make it obligatory on the part of the 


general assembly to pass the council 
charter as an amendment to the orig- 
inal charter. 

Mayor James G. Woodward, leader 
in Atlanta’s charter reform fight, de- 
clared that’ he would veto the Smith 
resolution. 

“The people are the bosses of At- 
lanta,” Mayor Woodward said. “We 
are not going to let a handful of 
petty politicians dictate the method 
of administration. The fight has just 
been started.” 7

Storm Struck the Indiana 
Town With Full Force--275 


Homes Destroyed—Troops 


Patrol Wrecked District. 


Terre Haute, Ind, March 24.— 
Eighteen persons known to have been 
killed, 250 more or less seriously in- 
jured, 275 homes destroyed and other 
property damage estimated at nearly 
® million dollars, was the toll of the 
tornado that devastated Terre Haute 
Gnd vicinity last night. Tonight the 
officials in charge of the rescue work 
Say the list of dead will be increased 
@s the searchers clear away the 
debris. 

Hundreds of homeless tonight are 
being cared for by charitable insti- 
tutions and citizens, while the wreck- 
ed district is being patrolled by com- 
pany 8, first regiment Indiana na- 
tional guard, and the police 
force. The militia was ordered early 
today by Governor Ralston, di- 
rected the relief measures from In- 
flianapolis. 

Hundreds Lost Everything.

Wires Were All Down. 

Last night wire communication with 
the outside world was entirely cut off. 
The only available report of the dis- 
aster was taken to Lincoln by train 
and there filed over the Associated 
Press wires. Telephone and telegraph 
wires along all the railroads were 
down Last midnight the battle of 
the linemen commenced and at 8 
o’clock tonight two new wires were 
working out of the city. Commercial 
bulletins were sent to nearby cities 
in the care of the operators to be sent 
from there. The wires continued in an 
apparently hopeless tangle between 
Omaha and points directly east. Three 
miles of wires were down directly 
east of Council Bluffs, while at several 
other points in the territory between 
Omaha and Chicago the lines were 
paralyzed. 

Railroading under these conditions 
was a return to first principles and 
trains between Omaha and Chicago 
crawled along with flagmen walking 
before them, taking the place of train 
dispatchers and block signals. 

The first train into Omaha from the 
east was five hours late and carried 
more than one hundred linemen to 
points east of this city. 

Like a Roaring Torrent. 

A. L. Green, an advertising manager 
of a department store, was on his 
back poreh watching the storm when 
it broke. 

“It came like a rushing and roaring 
torrent of water,” he said. ‘It came 
from the south and’ passed right by us 
to the east. I went to my attic window 
immediately afterward and saw fires 
bursting forth from houses along the 
path of the storm. The flames made 
a ghastly sight as they illuminated the 
areas of razed buildings.”’ 

KE. W. Dixon was bruiseed about the 
bead and his wife and three children 
were seriously injured.

ed to surgeons to volunteer their serv- 
ices for the relief of the injured and 
the responses came by scores. 

City authorities, realizing the extent 
of the calamity, immediately asked the 
commander of the federal forces at 
Fort Omaha for aid in patrolling the 
wrecked districts to prevent looting 
and aid victims. 

Rescue Work by Troops. 

Major Hartmann, in command at Fort 
Omaha, acceded to the request without 
hesitation, sending all available men. 
A similar request to the command- 
ers Of the three local militia compa- 
nies also met with prompt resnonse 
and the state troops aided much in the 
work of rescue. Later, when an ap- 
peal was sent to Governor Moorehead, 
he ordered four companies of militia 
from outside the city to report here 
for duty and came himself, arriving 
at 3 o’clock this morning. 

Among the buildings destroyed were 
eleven’ churches and eight school 
houses. No loss of life accompanied 
the demolition of these buildings. Sa- 
Cred Heart convent was annihilated, 
but the fifty inmates escaped. 

The Missouri Pacific roundhouse and 
the roundhouse of the Chicago, St 
Faul, Minneapolis and Omaha railway 
were wrecked, 

A number of persons were seriously 
injured when a street car was blown 
over at Forty-seventh and Leaven- 
worth streets. The conductor, John 
Cooper, was seriously injured. The 
motorman, Fred Bentley, jumped just 
as the car started to roll over. The 
wind picked him up, carried him 200 
feet and set him down in a field con- 
siderably shaken. 

Conductor Cooper says there weré 
at least fifteen passengers in the car. 
All were more or less hurt. 

Money for Relief Work. 
commissioners met early and 
25,000 for relief work. 
at the meeting or- 
ganized and raised $25,000 more. The 
citizens’ relief committee of fifty 
was organized, and an executive com- 
mittee of seven was named. 

Governor Moorehead notified Mayor 
Dahiman that he would send a spe- 
cial message to the legislature, ask- 
ing for the appropriation of sufficient 
funds to care for the homeless. 

Police Commissioner Ryder issued 
orders for all saloons in the vicinity 
of the wrecked district to remain 
closed until further notice. 

Cots were placed in the auditorium, 
and those without shelter will be 
housed there. The city purchasing 
agent has arranged for enough beds 
to care for all those who can sleep 
in the auditorium. The Elks’ rooms 
have been thrown open to the home- 
less, and the. Union Gospel mission 
will provide 75 men with beds. 

The citizens’ committee has 
the city newspapers to accept 
tions and turn the money over 
them for distribution. 

The mayor and the 
commerce tonight received 
of sympathy and offers of 
many cities.

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WEST WILL BE SWEPT 


Weather Bureau Says Twister 
Is Developing and Will 
Strike Tuesday. 


Washington, March 24.—Following 
closely the two tornadoes which swept 
death and destruction through the city 
of Omaha and the middle west, 
cther storm now developing west of 
the Rocky Mountains is predicted to 
pass over the east Tuesday night or 
Wednesday. 

Weather sharps ordered up storm 
warnings from Hatteras to Eastport 
or the Atlantic and cold wave warn- 
ings in the West Lake region, the 
middle and upper Mississippi valley. 


SEVEN PERSONS DEAD 
AND SEVENTEEN HURT 


Lincoln, Neb., March 24.—Seven 
persons were killed and seventeen in- 
jured at Berlin, Neb., by the tornado 
which struck that village last eve- 
ning. The village was almost com- 
pletely wrecked, every one of the 
buildings being either totally or par- 
tially destroyed. 

The storm struck the village about 
6:30 and traveled in a northeasterly 
direction. Every building on the busi- 
nesg street was destroyed. Several 
wrecked residences took fire after the 
storm and the wreckage was burned. 
The one church is being used tempor- 
arily ag a morgue.

Two 
winds, however, in such whirls, have 
been estimated to exceed 200 miles an 
hour.

‘The following are the most des- 
tructive storms of this class, of which 
there is a record:

JUST HALF A TRUTH. 


More in sorrow than in resentment 
offer a recent performance of our esc‘eem- 
ed contemporary, The Macon News, as 
substantiating the old saying that some- 
times a statement containing a half truth 
is more unjust and misleading than no 
statement at all. Intimating that Senator 
Hoke Smith has not been given a square 
deal, The News also lays it liable to 
the same charge with regard to The Con- 
stitution. The News bases its complaint 
upon the reproduction of the following ex- 
tract of a speech made by Senator Till- 
man before the democratic caucus and 
printed in The Congressional Record: 

“T do not feel that those senators whe 
brought about Bacon's defeat were conspira- 
tors. They merely expressed their prefer- 
ence, as between two men, as they had a 
right to do. I know if they saw this inter- 
view,” referring to the one which he gave 
The Atlanta Constitution, and which was not 
published as he gave it, “they must have 
become angry, because it was unjust. I rec- 
ognize that now, and desire to apologize to 
them for using the word in the interview. 
I also desire to apologize to Senator Hoke 
Smith for the way I have treated him. My 
regret is more keen, because I have learned 
that he was my friend on the steering com- 
mittee and battled manfully to keep the rest 
from demoting me by giving Mr. Martin.,the 
chairmanship of. appropriations.” 

With that statement as a premise, our 
contemporary seeks to support the infer- 
ence that Senator Tillman never gave to 
The Constitution the interview in ques- 
tion, and that the entire unfortunate con- 
tre‘emps involving Senators Smith, Bacon 
and Tillman was largely a tigment of the 
imagination, concocted and published with 
ulterior motives. 

Now it happens that the inference. 
unfairly sought to be drawn is completely 
exploded in a paragraph in the same 
speech delivered by Senator Tillman and 
preceding the paragraph which The News 
did quote. Had our contemporary not over- 
looked, or suppressed that paragraph, 
which we quote as follows from The Con- 
gressional Record, The Constitution would 
have stood automatically vinuicated and 
from a source no less than Senator Till- 
man himself: 


“Yesterday one of the newspaper boys 
told me he had seen the two Georgla sena- 
tors in amicable conference in the restau- 
rant. Immediately the thought flashed on 
my mind, if Bacon and Hoke Smith are 
friendly after what has happened why should 
HHoke Smith and Tillman fall out about it. I 
have already, in the caucus, told Hoke Smith 
how I felt about Bacon’s not getting the 
place of president pro tem. and it was that 
indignation which prompted the interview 
with the correspondent of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution.”’ 


Thus, we have the senator not only 
admitting his own interview with The 
Constitution, and giving its cause, but also 
giving the reason for his subsequent state- 
ment to the caucus growing out of the 
interview. He also prefaced these state- 
ments with one to the effect that he had 
read and revised his interview with The 
Constitution, before it was sent. 

The very circumstances which gave rise 
to the Tillman interview prove our over- 
caution in the desire to do nobody an in- 
justice. For several days preceding the 
utterance of the South Carolina senator, 
an Atlanta afternoon paper and other news- 
papers in Georgia, and the country over, had 
been filled with reports of alleged differ- 
ences between the two Georgia senators, 
and between one of them and Senator Till- 
man. Wishing to avoid all semblance of 
activity that might be misunderstood The 
Constitution for several days took no no- 
tice of these rumors—did not print a word 
concerning them. Finally they were pre- 
sented in such circumstantia detail that 
The Constitution wired its correspondent 
at Washington to get at the bottom of the 
matter. Then and not till then did any- 
thing appear in The Constitution about 
the Tillman-Smith-Bacon fracas, and then 
what did appear was the interview by Mr. 
Corrigan, our correspondent, with the sena_ 
tor, vised and revised by the senator him- 
self, and given his own signature before 
put on the wires. —

New News of Yesterday 


How a Senatorial Heavyweight Visited 
Albany. 


By E. J. Edwards. . 
(Copyright, 1918, for The Constitution.) 
This daily series of anecdotes and inci- 
dents that throw new, interesting and fre- 
‘quently dramatic light on famous events and 
personalities of the past has been collected by 
Mr. Edwards during nearly forty years of 
more or less intimate acquaintance with 
many of the country’s leaders since the civil 
war. Each anecdote or incident is fresh from 
Mr. Edwards’ notebook, and, either in whole 
or in part, it constitutes NEW NEWS OF 
YESTERDAY, garnered from the men who 
made the news—the history—or from equally 
authoritative sources. As important contri- 
butions of the “human interest” sort to 
American history, these articles have a dis- 
tinctive value all their own. 


In a chat which I had on a September 
afternoon in 1886, with the late William H. 
Barnum he narrated to me a Very interesting 
anecdote describing the 
manner in which a dis- 
tinguished member of 
congress, many years 
earlier, had been trans- 
ported from New York 
city to Albany by the 
Housatonic railroad. 

Mr. Barnum had serv- 
ed as United States sen- 
ator and as a member 
of the lower house of 
congress for some years, 
and also as chairman of 
the national democratic 
committee in 1880. At 
the time of his narra- 
tion of the anecdote he 
was chiefly occupied 
with the management of 
the Housatonic Railroad E. J. Edwards. 
company, of which he was president, and 
which he purposed to develop highly, espe- 
cially with the view of greatly increasing 
traffic in the Berkshire region of northwest- 
ern Connecticut and western Massachusetts. 

Senator Barnum was very proud of this 
railroad, and he intimated to me that no 
political ambition which he had ever had 
was so strong as was his ambition to make 
this railroad one of the leading railroads of 
the United States, at least among the small 
or short railroad lines. 

“For some ten or twelve years,” he said, 
“the Housatonic railroad was the chief com- 
petitor of the steamboat line from the Hud- 
son river for passenger traffic between New 
York city and Albany. This shows how pop- 
ular railroad travel was even in early days. 

“They used to take a steamboat at New 
York in the morning, and after four hours’ 
sail on Long Island sound, they reached 
Bridgeport, where they took.cars for Pitts- 
field, changing there to the Boston and Al}- 
bany road, or as it was then called, the 
Western, for Albany. 

“Just think of that! Fifty miles 
steamboat, a hundred and ten by one railroad 
and thirty by another in order to get from 
New York to Albany. Even that beats the 
Hudson river steamboats. : 

“There was a member of congress, I think 
a United States senator from Alabama, whose 
was Dixon H. Lewis. He was a very 
He was also a very popular poli-

T do not now remember whether 
was a whig or a There was 
republican party at that time, and the whig 
party had only been in existence for a few 
years. 

“Lewis was a very effective speaker, and 
was, I believe, held in high esteem among 
the statesmen of his day for his profound 
legal attainments. He had, however, another 
distinction which, I think, no statesman since 
his time has been able to match. He was the 
most corpulent man who ever held publie 
office at Washington. My recollection ts 
that h- weighed néarly four hundred pounds. 
David Davis must have been a strijpling 
beside him. ~ 

“They had to have a special chair or 
bench made for Lewis when he was senator. 
He was anxious to go to Albany by the new 
Housatonic raflroad. It was not difficult to 
transport his immense bulk from New York 
to Bridgeport. I belfeve he went from Wash- 
ington to New York by boat. When the man- 
agers of the Housatonic railroad were told 
that the famous and very fat Senator Lewis 
purposed going from Bridgeport to Albany by 
railroad train they were for a time at their 
wits, ends to Know how to accommodate him. 
They finally ripped out one seat and broad- 
ened the seat behind. They also put in spe- 
cial braces of timbers. for the cars in that 
day were very light wooden coaches. 

“The senator was, I believe, taken from 
the steamboat landing to the station, which 
was only a.short distance away, on a very 
strong truck. In order that the great weight 
might be balanced, ballast in the form of a 
heavy piece of iron was put in the car on the 
opposite side from that where Senator Lewis’ 
seat was fixed. Then it was necessary to 
make arrangements with the Boston and 
Albany road to transport the car through. 

“The arrangements all worked perfectly. 
But the appearance of this gigantic senator 
in Albany created a profound impression. I 
think he was the heaviest person ever trans- 
ported by railroad, excepting possibly Bar- 
num’s fat woman. Senator Lewis returned 
from Albany to New York by steamboat, and 
when he reached Washington he spoke with 
enthusiasm of his rallroad trip through Con- 
necticut and western Massachusetts to Al- 
bany.”’

WAS STEFAN MALI 
RUSSIAN CZAR OR AN 
IMPOSTOR? 


There was more or less of a mystery con- 
nected with all the Russian czars bearing 
the name Peter. The real reason for this 
was the peculiar condition of politics and 
their manipulation during the reigns of these 
sovereigns. The most incompetent of these 
rulers was Peter III. He was established 
upon the throne more as a figurehead, to be 
used for the purpose of carrying out the 
ambitious scheme of his aunt, Elizabeth 
Petrovna. By the command of this aunt a 
marriage was arranged between him and 
Princess Catherine. Peter was something 
less than a man, and physically little more 
than a child. This marriage led to his over- 
throw, for Catherine was a sufficiently capa- 
ble woman to be able to snatch the reins of 
government from the 
imbecile. Finally, through the machinations 
of the queen, Peter met a mysterious death 
at the castle of Ropsha, at least so history 
tells us. 

It was at this castle that Peter was held 
a political prisoner, and it is here that he 
was murdered by Alexius Orlov, with whom 
Catherine was in love, by Theodore Baryatin- 
ski, and Several other persons still unidenti- 
fied. But was he actually murdered, and 
have historians either suppressed the facts 
or have told them without full knowledge. 
Five years after his death is supposed to 
have occurred, in 1767, there appeared one 
Stefan Mali (Stephen the Little), who passed 
himself off in Montenegro as the Czar Peter 
Ill. of Russia. 

When Stefan announced that he was the 
Russian czar, while his story was doubted

by many, yet like all such impostors with — 


whom history has had to deal, he did not 
escape identification, and one witness, who 
knew the czar in Russia, claimed that he 
recognized his features. 


The time, the place and the circumstances 
were favorable to the impostor, if such he 
was, and he succeeded in sustaining from 
the start his alleged personality. Levi, in 
his “Venezia a il Montenegro,” notes him as 
being eloquent to the extent that he exer- 
cised, with mere words, a power not only 
on the multitude, but also on the higher 
Classes. He said that Stefam must certainly 
have been in St. Petersburg before he scaled 
Montenegro; and have known the true Peter 
IIl., for he imitated his voice and his~ges- 
tures in a most striking way. 

Stefan told the Montenegrins a most won- 
derful story of his adventures since his re- 
ported death, and he appealed to them 
strongly when he would announce his disgust 
with his native country, and that he never 
would return to Russia. The Montenegrins 
were glad to accept his service when he 
promised to assist them in the maintenance 
of their independence, and he was virtually 
made their governor. 

As ruler of Montenegro he established 
courts of justice and did all he could toward 
the prosperity ‘of that country. The neigh- 
boring nations grew restless under the for- 
ward movement of Montenegro, and they 
declared war. The Turkish army attacked 
the Montenegrins on all sides, and Stefan did 
not dare to face them. 

The Russians came to the assistance of 
their neighbors, but also sent with the sol- 
diers a note from the Empress Catherine in 
which she denounced Stefan as an impostor. 
It is said that he admitted the charge, and 
they threw him into prison. But in the itm- 
pending war a strong man was wanted at 
the head of affairs, and Sava, who was the 
ruling spirit, was weak, but the situation 
was saved by Prince George Dolgourouwkl, 
the representative of the Empress Catherine, 
who, with statesmanlike acumen, saw that 
such a desperate need required an excep- 
tional remedy. 

Dolgourouki recognized the false czar as 
regent, and Stefan, thus restored to office 
under such powerful auspices, continued to 
govern Montenegro until 1774, when he was 
murdered by the Greek player Casamugna, by 
order, it is said, of the Pasha of Scutari. 

If Stefan was a false czar, he is one 
of the very few impostors who tin the history 
of nations prospered finally in his fraud. He 
is credited with being an impostor, but there 
was much mystery about the death of 
Peter that it seems remarkable that there 
were not more persons to come forward and 
proclaim that they were the -czar, and that 
they had been sent out of the country for 
political reasons, and were, after all, not 
murdered.

She went to school, and the afternoons were 
taken up in play with the children of the 
neighborhood. Then the father married again. 
The step-mother Knew nothing of home- 
making. She cared little for the other wom- 
an’s child. When the time came for “the 
unlovely” to be home for the evening, she 
indifferent if she came or not. The 
trouble began when the step-mother de- 
cided to put the child to work. Home ties 
were still further broken. No objection 
was made to her sleeping out at night, until 
it was too late. 

At some fancied slight, perhaps it was 
real, the girl left home for good and board- 
ed out. There were other children in the 
store whom she beguile@ Into her “good 
times,” which more and more took on the 
nature of carousals. Finally she was dis- 
charged. The lodging house-keeper turned 
the child out of doors for failure to pay rent. 
All was smooth sailing as lone as the 
weekly stipend was paid. and no questions 
were asked. 

When the authorities of the children's 
court found her, she had been arrested with 
the occupants of a disorderly house. She 
had been Hvinge there for three days. Ut- 
terly defiant of authority, entirely distrust- 
ful of even the fact of friendship, and 
faithless herself, “the unlovely” flaunted 
her baseness in the face of the world. When 
the judge mentioned the fact that she would 
have to be sent to Cincinnati, she reeled 
upon him, and slamming her hand on the 
table, said “You old gray-headed ———, I'll 
show you what you'll do. Give me a pistol. 
Somebody, give me a pistol.” 

And thus it goes. When will Georgia 
wake up to realize that, while these things 
are monstrous, they are true. 
like this one cost the state of New York 
several millions of dollars in court costs and 
jails and work houses.

old-fashioned faiths of his fathers. 

In this respect, the book is thoroughly 
unique. The majority of efforts to justify 
religion in the light of today’s discoveries 
in science and by today’s standards in mo- 
rality defeat their own ends. Everywhere 
they are strained, the conspiracy against 
fact is too obvious, the call upon credulity 
too patent, the warping of history and of 
common sense too violent a tax upon the 
reader’s powers -of logic. 

Mr. Halstead has not fallen into this 
common error. His own reading and Knowl- 
edge, his faculties of analysis and his men- 
tal and moral perspective are sufficiently 
brvad and tolerant to put“him in touch with 
every conceivable doubt, and yet to bring 
unscathed from the process. His range 
of study is, to do him justice, little less than 
wonderful. In trailing the underlying pur- 
pose of religion and in ltIaying bare the 
causes of much of the stress that gives 
rise to incredulity, he has laid under trib- 
ute many flelds where tne average man 
reckons himself accomplished if he has 
mastered one. 

Many Tests. 

He is not lenient towara or biased in be- 
half of conventional religion or the accept- 
ed interpretation of the scriptures. One and 
all every spiritual concept goes into the 
retort of science and of psychology, of his- 
tory and of individual experfence, there to 
undergo an exhaustive analysis. His con- 
clusions are not dogmatic. In most of the 
difficulties that beset men, he sees good. 
Some of the wider problems, he does not af- 
fect to answer with an infallible affirm- 
ative. 

But always and 
his message is one of 
that appeals to the reasonable man, of com- 
fort that is solid and not emotional for the 
man who tries and fails, and throughout, 
the ability to quote Lanier, of bringing 
“purity out of a stain.” 

Any man sitting down with a clear mind 
to the study of the book will rise with a 
better understanding of the purpose of life, 
with a world-embracing, indeed as the 
author states, a “cosmic view” of religion. 
In effect, the book is a trumpet call to ac- 
tion, a whiplash to indolence, breathing in 
every page an incentive to combat for the 
things worth while, instilling a comprehen- 
sion of the pain and the trouble that too 
often in the average life take on only a 
eynical or a baffling meaning. 

To the thinking man who believes that, 
here and there, the churches are not discharg- 
ing their mission and that formal religion 
is itself in danger, “A Cosmic View of Re- 
ligion” will come with forceful reassurance, 
builded not on simply taking things for grant- 
ed but on a broader outlook that ‘dovetails 
fact into fact and that never at a single 
point touches futile hysteria. (Published by 
Jennings & Graham, Cincinnati.)
